a return blank from the City Assessor's 
office, in an effort to make him eligible 
to sign the saloon petition. 

Forgery Shown by Date. 

Kaufmin opened the shop last Jan- 
uary, and before that time, he says, 
he had no interest whatever in that 
block. Yet the front of the tax re- 
turn bears the Lafayette avenue ad- 
dress, and the certification on the 
other side by 0. H. Goeke, deputy as- 
seseor, is Gated Dec. 22, 1914. 

Kaufman wrote out his signature for 
a Post-Dispatch freporter. In no way did 
it resemble the signature on the return 
blank.

Walmann ‘old 
Driscoll that after he had replevined the 
pheasants Monday and taken them to 
Bethmann’s olace, the hen that Wald- 
mann said was their mother clucked 
and the young pheasants ran to her. 
Wetzel offered to submit his hen, which 
he claimed was the mother, to the saime 
test, and’ remarked that young pheas- 
ants would run to any hen that clucked.

charged with embezzling $8375.58 from the 


Ashdown Realty and Building Co., while 
acting as its “agent, collector, clerk and 
servant.” 

The indictment charges that Nicholls 
obtained possession of $4375.58 belonging 
to the Ashdown company and that he’ 
also received a promissory note for $4000 
signed by Claude C. Baylor and pay- 
able to Frederick W. Lovett. The se- 
curity for the note was ‘property at 
Florida place and Ashiand avenue. The 
indictment alleges that Nicholls em- 
bezzled and diverted to his own use the 
money and the promissory note.

13 SMALL BRITISH 


SHIPS IN 24 HOURS 


Danish Vessel Also Is Torpedoed 
—Crews Are Given Time 
to Get Away. 


LONDON, June 5.—The ioss of 13 
small British ships and one Danish ves- 
sel from German submarine attacks has 
been reported in the last 24 hours. 

The steamer Sunnet Head was tor- 
pedoed yesterday. The crew was or- 
dered.into the boats and landed at 
Berwick, Scotland. 

The steam finishing vessels Kathleen 
of Peterhead and Evening Star and 
Cortes of Aberdeen were*sent to the 
bottom yesterday. The crews were 
landed at Kirkwall today. 

The steam drifter Ena May of Peter- 
head, the trawler Strathbran and the 
sailing ship, George and Mary, all have 
been sent to the bottom. The crews uf 
all three ships were saved. 

The trawler, Little Boy, of Lowestoft, 
have arrived at that port with the crews 
of the trawlers Horace and Economy on 
board, these two ships having been sunk 
by the Germans. A German submarine 


‘atopped the three trawlers in the North 


Fea Thursday and gave the crews of the 
Horace and the Economy five minutes 
to board the Little Boy. 

The Danish steamer Cyrus was tor- 
pedoed {| Thursday afternoon. The 
crew v s landed by a Norwegian 
steamer it Stavenger, Norway. 

The rE tish steamer Inkum, of 74 
tons, from New York to London, was 
torpedoed at 4:3 yesterday morning, i 
miles southwest of Lizardhead. 

The crews of two vessels which 
are declared to have been torpedoed 
were landed at Kirkwall yesterday, 33 
men belonging to the Cairn line 
steamer fIona, ‘and nine from the 
Aberdeen fishing steamer Chryso- 
phrasus. 

Two of the Iona’s crew were ser- 
lously and two slightly wounded.

F. W. Huf, a court stenographer with 
offices in the Times building, the 
stenographic record of the hearing 
held April 12 on Miller's application 
for a saloon license.

Women and beginners are part 
of the public and citizens of St. Louls just as much 
as that class of men who imagine the course was 
made only for their pleasure. Our friends, the 
gentlemen masters of the game, complain that 
they work all week and have no opportunity to 
play, except on Saturday afternoons and Sundays. 
Have they lost sight of the fact that a majority 
of the women, and the beefners also work all 
week and only can play on| Saturday afternoons 
and Sumdays? Of course they have not, but now 
consider they know the game and have elevated 
themselves to that class of individuals who forget 
that they ever had to learn; who know not what 
St is to be a genuine lover of sport.

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KANSAS CITY’S EXAMPLE. 
St. Louis ought not to have to go to the second 
city of Missouri for an example of enterprise in 
‘building beautiful parkways—but has to, in fact. 


Kansas City has in her Paseo boulevard and 
Parkway & completed improvement nine miles long 
and from 100 to 665 feet wide—almost three times 
as large a betterment, of the sort proposed here, 
as St. Louis’ Parkway from Twelfth street to 
Grand avenue would be. 

On every consideration of this city’s welfare as 
a whole, the argument favors the Parkway plan. 

The only opposition to it is the same in char- 
acter that has risen te oppose every public im- 
provement in every American city since the first 
one laid a sewer or paved a block of street. 

It’s the opposition of a few Big property own- 


ers who dread having to pay attything for the 
city’s improvement. They always raise the same 
cry: “It will cost us more than we will get out 
of it.” That’s all they ever think of—their own’ 
little, selfish, personal, pocket interest; never of 
the needs and rights of other citizens.nor of the 
city as a whole. : 

That's a poor viewpoint to occupy. But taking 
it, meeting them on their own ground, what’s the 
answer? Why, that as an almost invariable rule 
in all our cities, and in Kansas City—the example 
chosen here—it’s these “againsters” who reap the 
most profit from all such improvements. 

In Kansas City there is not one of these hard- 
shells who opposed the Paseo but is glad today 
his side was voted down and the betterment was 
made. And why are they glad? Because it made 
money for every mother’s son of them—from 100 
to 300 per cent by their own testimony; made them 
money quickly and directly in enhanced land 
values, and made them more money, indirectly 
and ‘gradually, by stimulating the city’s growth 
in population and in ‘business—the natural fruits of 
everything that makes a city a better, healthier 
place to live and do business in. 

Our contrary brethren are—as they always do— 
standing in their own and the city’s light. So- 
ciety has always to carry them forward looking 
backward. But, if they are really true to type, 
they'll be claiming, within less than five years 
after our Parkway is built, that it was they who 
“put it over.” And, in a way, that will be true, 
because they will have done a lot to “put it over” 
—by opposing it. 

After the Parkway is completed not one St. 
Louisan will-want it undone. All will rejoice in 
the good work. 
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GOLF AND BUSINESS. 

Col. Jesse Carleton defaulted to his opponent in 
a championship golf tournament for the mere 
reason that he was called out of town on busi- 
ness! A distinguished sport writer has properly 
remarked that “things are coming to a pretty 
pass when a man lets business interfere with his 
golf.” 7 
Golf is the best thing that ever happened to 
the business of this country. It might be called 
America’s greatest business asset, its main source 
of industrial energy, the life of trade and the 
prolongation of the lives of tradesmen. If it had 
not been for golf the industries of the nation 
would have descended long ago from the founders 
to younger and less responsible heads. It will 
be a sorry day for a great commercial nation if 
golf shall ever be relegated to secondary im- 
portance. 
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WHY PRZEMYSL FELL. 

“Przemys] was incapable of defending itself,” 
say the nussians in explanation of their hasty 
retirement to the East. But when Przemys] was 
in Austrian hands before, it seemed to be capable 
of putting up a tolerably lively defense for six 
months. The capabilities of Przemysl, as of other 
places, for defense depends largely upon the char- 
acter of the defenders. 
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SUMMER SCHOOLS MEAN WINTER JOBS. 
A contemporary flippantly dismissed the closing 
of the vacation schools with the remark that the 
school term was long enough anyway. A letter 
from a niimber of young men calls attention to 
the fact that summer schools mean winter jobs to 
many young people, of both sexes, who cannot 
attend the schools at the regular term, or who 
need the extra time for study, with its opportuni- 
ties for manual training, so that théy can the soon- 
er begin the necessary task of bread winning. The 
letter says: 

Thanks for your kindness in trying to get 
the summer term for us. We hope you will 
succeed. We must have it this time, s0 we 
can get jobs in September. We cannot go any 
longer. We can do so much this time because 
it ig our last chance, and we are not able to 
pay. 

It is a question of equipment for making a living 
to many an ambitious young man and woman, 
some of whom have others to support. Uniless the 
schools are opened and kept open, the Board of 
Education will be responsible for much unmerited 
poverty and all the ills that follow. 
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PARKWAY AS A HEALTH ASSET. 

That the proposed Parkway would if all proba- 
bility reduce the death rate in St. Louis from con- 
sumption may be seen by an examination of a map 
o: the city. . 

The nearest open space of any size to the district 
to be improved is Lafayette Park, about twenty- 
four blocks distant and practically useless, as a 
fresh-air resort, to the. congested district north 
of Chouteau avenue. Between Lafayette and Fair- 
ground Park is @ stretch of about fifty biecks, all 
built up solidly, with no effective breathing spaces, 
no open swards, no pleasant prospects of green

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GERMANY’S GULFLIGHT OFFER. 
The significance of Germany’s offer to pay for 


the Gulflight is less than it would be if there were 
nc Lusitania issue hanging over us, but the Gulf- 
light offer seems to say that Germany has no de- 
liberate intention to provoke an immediate rup- 
ture with the United States. It will require, how- 
ever, an answer to the President’s present de- 
mands that no mistake or illegal attack similar 
to those on the Falaba, the Gulflight and Lusi- 
tania will be repeated to efface from the Ameri- 
can mind the doubt of Germany’s desire for our 
friendship. 

How unlike Germany’s response to Wilson’s 
first Lusitania note is this passage in the Gulf- 
light offer: 


The German Government expresses its re- 
gSrets to the Government of the United States 
concerning this incident, and declares itself 
ready to furnish full recompense for the dam- 
age thereby sustained by American citizens. 
Following Germany’s first Lusitania response,

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OUR INCOMPLETE ANGLEES 

We are opposed to the erection of piers or a 
clubhouse in Forest Park by the St. Louis Fly and 
Bait Casting Club or any other organization but 
the municipality. Yet the St. Louis Fly and Bait 
Casting Club has our admiration and best wishes. 

For the benefit of the uninitiated who have 
never observed the casters in the throes. of their 
favorite sport, it may be explained that they go 
through the motions of fishing. It is graceful ex- 
ercise for the imagination as well as muscles. They 
don’t actually catch the fish, so far as we have 
been able to detect. They pever take any out 
ot the water or carry them home. If they did 
there would be an initiative and referendum about 
it, or a quo warranto or-something. No such spe- 
cial privilege could be tolerated for an instant. 
No; the casters have the moral sanction of the 
Missouri Fish and Game League. They are said 
even to be co-operating with it—whatever that 
may mean. If they wanted it, our casters could 

robably obtain the sanction of the Audubon and 
Humane societies, and the vegetarians. As for 
the Prohibitionists, we can’t say, not being in- 
formed as to whether the regular fishing beverages 
enliven the imaginary sport, or stimulate the fish- 
erman’s imagination. But it is neither our bust 
ness nor pleasure to snoop into the privacies of 
respéctable club life. 

Ostensibly bait and fly casting is one of the 
most salubrious of peace pastimes, quite as harm- 
less as shadow boxing or the war game played by 
the Atlantic squadron. We are not certain how 
this incomplete angling would appeal to Izaak 
Walton, but we think it mérits distinction as the 
only form of fishing ever promulgated that caters 
pleasantly to the fish as well as to the sportsman. 
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UNCLE JOE’S VIEW OF IT. 

Our Uncle Joe’s impatience for decisive results 
and jealous regard for our Uncle Sam’s prestige 
are reflected in his crisp remark on arriving from 
Hawali: ‘We're sending too damned many notes 
tc Germany—so many I’ve lost track of ’em.” 

The country hopes that after Mr. Wilson sends 
the next one it will not be necessary to send any 
more. 
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AVIATION IN 8ST. LOUIS. 

The article by Claude Grahame-White, in the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch Magazine, will remind St. 
Louis of the days when this city was the fore- 
most in aviation exhibitions. It was here that 
Roosevelt made a flight, and many of the notable 
flying men graduated from St. Louis flying fields. 
The days of exhibition flying seem to be over: 
But St. Louis must not allow itself to be put off 
the aviation map. The flying machine industry, 
owing to the war stimulus, is becoming one of the 
greatest and mbst profitable of modern industries. 
With its central location and its atmospheric con- 
ditions, St. Louis is a splendid aviation center. 
The latest models in flying machines should be 
one of its best paying products. 

If it is possible to arrange it, St. Louis should 
take an active part in the great aeroplane contest 
of 90 days, beginning July 4, with over $50,000 
prizes, which is being promoted by the Aero Club 
of America. This would arouse interest and help 
the fund that is being raised for the purpose of 
building aeroplanes and presenting them, as a 
public gift, to the Government, as an important 
factor in the*national defense. 
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WO CAUSE FOR DISSOLUTION 

No defeat for the new freedom can be found in 
the decision of the Federal Court of Appeals at 
Trenton, rejecting the Government’s petition for 
the dissolution of the United States Steel Corpor- 
ation. 

Since the investigations that resulted in begin- 
ning the suit, the company has materially modi- 
fied its manner of doing business. The commit- 
tee meetings and Gary dinners at which informal 
agreements as to prices were reached have been 
discontinued. Its policies toward competitors 
and consumers seem to have been broadened and 
liberalized. Most important of all, after the in- 
quiry by the Bureau of Corporations, it voluntar- 
ily divested itself of a control in one respect 
which undoubtedly reached the proportions of a 
monopoly. This was the control of iron ore 
fands. It abrogated the contracts under which it 
reserved to itself the use of the enormous ore de- 
posits of the Northern Pacific Railroad. 

Steel. stocks advanced rapidly on the announce- 
ment of the decision, tut we may remember that 
ic embodies only the view of an intermediary 
court. In not a few of the anti-trust prosecutions 
a victory for the Government in the Suprem¢ 
Court has followed af adverse decision in a lower 
court. The Steel Corporation still controls a 
large per cent of the totel output of certain steel 
commodities, tubes, for instance, and the main- 
tenance of railroad stee] at an unvarying price of 
$28 a ton by al] pjants is a suspicious circum- 
stance. ,

Wonderful Putting 
Win the British 


HE big event was played at Sand- 
wich, one of the greatest courses 
in Great Britain. There were 104 en- 
tries. In the fifth round Travis dis- 
posed of Harold H. Hilton, who had 
twice before won the British amateur 
title. In the semifinal he met Horace 


G. Hutchinson, the first man to win 
the British event and the runner-up in 
1908. In the final he met Edward 
Blackwell, generally acknowledged to 
be the longest griver in the world, and 
who has a record drive of 336 yards at 
St. Andrew’s. With the exception: of 
Hilton, John Ball and the late Freddie 
Tait, Blackwell has won more pig 
golf events in Great Britain than any 
other golfer. Travis took him _ into 
camp by the tune of 4 and 3. 

There was one big thing that figured 
in the winning. Travis regarded as the 
best puater in this country, found that 
he could not putt. He was telling a 
fellow-American of his trouble and the 
latter offered him what became famous 
after that as the Schenectady putter. It 
was a brand-new type of club, and even 
when Travis started to use it there was 
some qu@stion as to whether it was a 
legal club. -This difficulty was straight- 
enefi .out. During that tournament 
Travis gave what has generally been 
regarded as the most marvelous exhibi- 
tion of putting in the history of the 
game. tdriven time and again not 
only by Hilton and _ Hutchinson, and 
particularly by Blackwell, the ‘old man’”’ 

stuck to his own game and when the 
greens were reached he was there all 
the time for a half or win.

Novelties ‘in the golf world have 
but scant chance to survive, unless 
they are so devised as to meet the 
demands of the critical Scottish pa- 
rent body. The most notable case is 
the now-forgotten incident of the 
Schenectady putter, a deviation from 
the time-honored implement wielded 
by the pnlayers abroad and one that 
was first seen when Walter J. Travis 
won the British amateur title with 
it in 194, 

Immediately after Travis brought 
back the honors to the VU. S._ the 
Royal and Ancients booted the Sche- 
nectady fcrever out of the golf world. 
It is barred abroad and only used 
now and then in this country. 

Here is a brief history of the inci- 
dent in question: 


The winning of the British amateur 
championship in 1904 by Walter J. 
Travis was a great feat. To all in- 
tents and purpoves Travis is an Amer- 
ican, although he was born in Aus- 
tralia. He learned golf here, and as 
a matter of record he is the only 
American who ever won the British 
amateur. At that time he was 42 
vears old, and possibly the oldest 
man to win that great event, He was 
at the top of his golfing career.

wonder with his iron shots. There 


Travis has time and 
again said that his victory at Sand. 
wich was due to the wonderful work 
of that Schenectady putter. No matter 
whether the putt was long or short, 
over undulations, up or down hill, past 
half stymies, putts went on their course 
and dropped into. the cup. No such 
putting was ever “seen before or since 
in a big championship. 


And after it was all over, the Royal 
and Ancient Club of St. Andrew’s. the 
jast and final word im-golf, ruled the 
Schenectady putter off British courses. 
They can be used here, however. There 
was a bit of bad feelin after the 
championship. Travis said later that 
he was not courteously treated, that 
little or no attention was given to him 
as a guest, that the poorest kind of 
caddies were assigned to him, while his 
competitors had the pick, and that al- 
together he was given what might be 
termed a raw deal. If you. read his 
articles you will find he has little time 
for the British. 


Another curious thing about this club 
which won a championship is that 
Travis has frequently said since that 
never again was he able to use that or 
any other Schenectady putter. All its 
wizardry had gone, just as if it had 
been fashioned to win a British cham- 
a tggac nd for an American, and for noth- 
ng else. Having done this, the club 
simply became just iike a thousand 
other clubs. It is one of Travis’ proud- 
est possessions at Garden City. |
